BYU  bids 
for  Provo 
TV  grant 

Application  for  the  license  of 
KLOR-TV  to  be  assigned  to 
BYU  has  been  filed  by  the  Uni- 
versity with  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission. 

MARCH  26  THE  application 
was  filed  requesting  that  the 
license  of  the  former  Provo 
television  station  be  assigned  to 
BYU,  according  to  a legal  no- 
tice which  appeared  in  the  Wed- 
nesday issue  of  the  Provo  Her- 
ald. 

The  license,  if  acquired  by 
BYU,  would  be  used  to  establish 
an  educational  television  station 
headquartered  on  the  campus. 
BYU  is  reported  to  be  the  only 
bidder  for  the  license.  FCC  of- 
ficials are  considering  the  ap- 
plication. 

KLOR-TV,  channel  11,  went 
on  the  air  in  1958  and  broadcast 
for  about  a year.  They  went  off 
the  air  about  two  years  aeo  and 
later  went  into  bankruptcy.  The 
station  asked  voluntarily  for  the 
license  suspension. 

Educational  television  efforts 
of  BYU  presently  are  presented 
over  KUED  which  is  situated  on 
the  University  of  Utah  campus. 

WHEN  STATION  KLOR  was 
built,  spokesmen  said  that  it 
was  the  finest  equipped  TV  sta- 
tion in  the  nation.  Equipment 
included  color  telecasting  cam- 
eras and  other  machinery.  Most 
of  the  equipment  was  sold  to 
pay  creditors  after  the  station 
closed  operations. 

If  the  application  of  BYU  is 
approved,  Salt  Lake  City  will 
be  the  only  television  market 
in  the  U.  S.  with  two  educa- 
tional stations.  Apparently, 
broadcasts  from  the  BYU.  cam- 
pus could  be  beamed  into  the 
Salt  Lake  Valley  by  using  a 
KSL  relay  point.

HONOLULU  (UPI)  — Gov. 
William  F.  Quinn  of  Hawaii 
proclaimed  a state  of  emergency 
in  the  island  state  last  night 
because  of  the  20-day-old  West 
Coast  maritime  strike. 

In  a telegram  to  President 
Kennedy,  the  governor  said  his 
action  was  prompted  by  results 
of  a detailed  inventory  of  essen- 
tial foodstuffs  and  personal 
needs. 

Quinn  said'  there  was  less 
than  a two-week  supply  of  more 
than  20  general  commodities  of 
vital  need,  including  rice,  but- 
ter, flour,  produce,  frozen 
meats,  poultry  and  other  gro- 
cery items. 

He  asked  the  President  to  au- 
thorize immediate  use  of  all 
military  means  of  transporta- 


tion necessary  to  the  state’s 
need.  He  also  asked  that  sur- 
plus military  supplies  in  Ha- 
waii be  made  available  for  ci- 
vilian use. 


Ecuador  ousts  envoys 

QUITO,  ECUADOR  (UPI)  — 
Envoys  from  Poland,  Czecho- 
slovakia and  Cuba  got  their 
walking  papers  from  the  For- 
eign Ministry  here  last  night. 

The  Ministry  formally  noti- 
fied the  Charges  d’ Affairs  of 
the  three  nations  that  Ecuador 
had  broken  off  relations  with 
their  governments  and  that 
they  would  have  to  get  out  of 
this  country  "within  a reason- 
able time.”

Calendar  has  summer 
school  coming  soon 


“It’s  spring  again  and  birds 
! are  on  the  wing  again,”  accord- 
' ing  to  the  calendar,  and  stu- 
' dents  with  needs  for  additional 
credit  might  be  looking  forward 
to  summer  school  which  is  just 
around  the  corner. 


And  according  to  Dr.  Dean 
A.  PetersOn,  director  of  sum- 
mer school,  it  is  possible  to 
complete  as  much  as  17  semes- 
ter hours  of  credit  during  sum- 
mer courses. 

STUDENTS  MAY  register 
for  six  semester  hours  of  credit 
each  term  of  summer  school, 
making  a total  of  12  hours.  In 
addition,  two  credit  hours  in  a 
pre-summer  school  workshop 
and  three  credit  hours  in  a post- 
summer school  session  are  pos- 
sible. 

The-  summer  curriculum  of- 
fers more  than  1000  courses  in

Future  house  contractors  may 
finish  roofs  before  they  even 
start  on  floors  and  walls. 

New  methods  of  home  con- 
struction being  tested  at  BYU 
indicate  that  by  building  the  roof 
before  the  floors  and  walls,  la- 
bor can  be  reduced  and,  conse- 
quently, ' construction  costs  cut 
significantly. 

THE  STUDY  is  being  conduct- 
ed in  a housing  and  home  man- 
agement laboratory.  Students 
are  experimenting  with  methods 
by  building  miniature  houses, 
usually  three  feet  by  four  feet 
in  size. 

While  most  houses  are  built 
from  the  ground  up,  with  the 
roof  being  put  on  last,  in  the 
scale  models  made  at  BYU  the 
roof  is  the  second  step.  First  a 
framework  of  steel,  aluminum, 
wood  or  prestressed  concrete  is 
built. 

After  roof  installation  the 
floors  are  laid.  The  walls  are 
the  last  step  in  construction. 

“Since  two-thirds  of  the  cost 
of  the  average  home  is  for  labor, 
the  most  logical  place  to  cut 
cost  is  in  simplifying  construc- 
tion techniques,”  explained  Dr. 
Stephen  S.  Stanford,  chairman 
of  the  Housing  and  Home  Man- 
agement Dept.  “This  is  the  ob- 
jective of  our  research  lab.”

Under 
the  direction  of  the  Recreation- 
al Dept.,  this  workshop  will  be 
conducted  as  an  instructional 
and  laboratory  experience  of 
Recreational  502,  Camping  Ex- 
perience. Both  male  and  female 
students  are  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  the  trek  designed  to 
provide  experience  and  training 
in  the  skills  of  outdoor  living. 

STUDENTS  SPEND  one  week 
on  campus  in  pre-camp  instruc- 
tions before  leaving  for  a week 
in  the  primitive  area  of  the 
high  Uintas.  Personal  gear,  not 
to  exceed  25  pounds,  will  be 
carried  by  each  camper  from 
the  bus  stop  into  base  camp. 
Additional  food,  tents  and  cook- 
ing gear  will  be  taken  in  by 
pack  horse. 

A fee  of  $10  covers  transpor- 
tation cooking  equipment,  pack- 
ing gear  and  other  items.  The

MR.  BECKHAM,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation, pointed  out  that  the  alum- 
ni organization  does  not  exist 
for  itself,  but  to  further  educa- 
tion at  BYU. 

He  stressed  fund  raising  as 
the  most  important  alumni  pro- 
ject. He  said  the  University’s 
greatest  need  right  now  is  a 
source  of  money.  The  University 
is  having  financial  difficulty 
because  of  its  tremendous  build- 
ing project.  He  said  he  wants 
to  sell  the  alumni  on  what  their 
responsibility  is  in  this  need. 

In  the  last  three  and  one-half 
years  alumni  members  have 
contributed  $750,000  to  the  Des- 
tiny Fund.  The  goal  is  to  have 
one  million  dollars  in  the  fund 
by  the  end  of  1962,  and  by  1975 
to  have  one  million  dollars  com- 
ing in  every  year  from  alumni. 

MR.  BECKHAM  explained 
that  there  are  80,000  living 
alumni  members  around  the 
globe.
